This is one of tlic few times that 
the extension article of the Stu- 
dents' Society Constitution has 
been invoked for a major election. 
Commenting on this, Wilfred Has- 
tings stated that a president should 
feel that he has the' backing of 
several thousands of the student 
body. 

INDICATES SUPPORT 

Echenberg hoped that this was 
an indication of general support 
but added that a closely-contested 
campaign is a benefit to the spirit 
of the University in that it stimula- 
tes interest in the SEC. 

One of the main issues that the 
new president proposed to deal 
with was the construction of the 
New Union. Echenberg hopes to 
see the beginning of construction 
l)y the lime of Convocation. He de- 
plored the fact that someone who 
wasn't even born when the Union 
was built more than fifty years 
ago, should be pressing for the new 
building. 

Other measures which the new 
president plans to initiate when he 
takes office, include having at least 
three open meetings and promoting 
interest generally by conducting a 
campaign in the clubs and societies 
on campus. Echenberg added that 
he "will always be available" 
throughout the year so that stu- 
dents can freely express thehr opi- 
.nions and ideas.

NFCUS 



Students representing various 
French and English universities 
met here yesterday to discuss 
tha growing need for greater re- 
cognition of French students in 
the National Federation of Can- 
adian University Students. 

The students are members of 
the Structures . Committee, set up 
by NFCUS . to study the possibility 
of modifying the Federation's 
structure so that the bicultural 
character of Canada could be better 
recognized within the Federation's 
activities. 

SEPARATIST ISSUE 

The issue is born of the recent 
rise in nationalism and separatism 
in Quebec, The French segment of 
NFCUS realizes that in a demo- 
cratic country like Canada, the 
majority must rule. But since 
French Canadians have all the re- 
quisites to form a nation, many 
of them feel that, in order to main- 
tain their own characteristics, they 
must separate. 

NFCUS realizes this tendency 
and to preserve unity, to keep

these problems from manifesting 
themselves within the Federation, 
has set but to find a way to pre- 
serve the bicultural character of 
the country. 

BRIEF READY 

Bob Carswell, representing SIc- 
Gill in NFCUS, and a member of 
the Structures Committee, had pre- 
pared a brief on the causes of Se- 
paratism and student reaction in 
French universities. For the most 
part, students seemed to accept the 
basic cause of Separatism, but we- 
re maintaining a "wait-and-see" po- 
licy: 

At the meeting yesterday, the 
committee attempted to present 
suggestions that woiild remedy the 
administrative position of NFCUS 
80 that it can more readily accom- 
modate those events that are pecu- 
liar to French Canada. 

It was generally agreed that cer- 
tain programmes conducted under 
the auspices of NFCUS arc really 
of interest to French students, and 
thus they should be under the lead- 
ership of a French-oriented mem- 
ber of NFCUS. 

FRENCH CONTROL 

Such thmgs as French literary 
contests, though conducted by the 
Federation, should be controlled 
by French-speaking members. Since 
the present construction of the 
Administration does not specifical- 
ly provide for the French mem- 
bers, changes are obviously need- 
ed. 

Walter Mclean, liatlonal Presi- 
dent of NFCUS,> mentioned that, in 



his travels across Canada visiting 
campuses, many of the students 
from Western universities expres- 
sed a deep concern for the stu- 
dents in Quebec. They sympathized 
with their views and were anxious 
to help improve the situation. 

Yves Dumont of St. Joseph's Uni- 
versity in New Brunswick men- 
tioned the peculiar, problem in his 
province. The Flrench there com- 
prise 48% of the population, but

have no particular desire to seper 
ate. This means that they are par- 
tially divorced from the French 
in Quebec, though there Is no real 
difference between them. 

Confronted with these problems, 
the Structures Committee has a dif- 
ficult task in attempting to form- 
ulate suggestions which will help 
in combining all these different 
factions and so maintain unity in 
NFCUS. -

Existentialisiii Judged 
As Highly Anti-Rational

"Existentialism is not one unified philosophy; tha many existentialists bear only a familial 
resemblance". 



A standing-room only Moysc Hall 
audience was told this la-st night by 
Dr. Walter Kaufraann, Professor of 
Philosophy at Princeton University. 

"However", he said, "the label is 
still useful. There is a criss-cross 
of resemblance among the existen- 
tialists". He then pointed out some 
points of similarity, and later went 
on to criticize a central point In 
the philosophy of a prominent cxis- 
tcnthdist, Soren Kierkegaard. 
SIMILAR POINTS 

"With the existenUali^ts''.^^ he 
said, "there is an. anti^cholasUc- 
ism, an opposition to the philoso-. 
phy of the' schools". 

The second point of similarity is 
their emphasis on "things that re- 



flect the whole personality" and not 
just the mind. 

Thirdly, the existentialists have 
"no philosophical or religious sys- 
tem. They believe that no system 
can do justice to the complexity of 
experience. They believe that they 
must deal with extraordinary and 
intense experiences". 

"The basic point of similarity, 
however", Dr. Kaufmann claimed, 
"is Uieir belief Uiat the most fruit- 
ful point of departure is some in- 
tense experience, — what Jaspers 
referred to as 'border situations'." 

Dr.ijKaufmann singled out for 
consideration Soren Kierkegaard. 
He criUched Kierkegaard's concept 
of the Ifanitations of reason, which 



he claimed is representative ol 
other existentialists. 

REASON LIIMITED 
Although all philosophers ac- 
knowledge the limitations of rea- 
son, Dr. Kaufmann claimed, Kier- 
kegaard thinks that reason is mora 
limited than it actually is. Kier- 
kegaard held that although reason 
and philosophy can help one rule 
one's life,' they can take nothing 
away. 

It is the second point that Dr. 
Kaufmann disagrees with. "I would 
say îhat even if reason and philo- 
sophy could do nothing else than 
criticize things not worth livbig 
and dying for, it would perform a 
unique and useful function". 



/ 
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Mr. President 

The Students' Society, in that unique political 
process once described as consensus by osmosis, has 
acclaimed itself a new president. We tiiink the choice 
is a sound one and we extend our congratulations 
both to Mr. Echenberg for his success and to the 
student body for its good judgement. 

Our new president will not find his job an easy 
one. There has been a growing trend in the last two 
years away from participation in extra-curricular acti- 
vities. The 65% requirement has excluded many in- 
toreslcd, and otherwise capable, students from posi- 
tions of leadership. 

Student leadership is a demanding and time- 
consuming process and its rewards are at best intan- 
gible. Nonetheless McGill has a proud tradition in this 
field and it will be a major responsibility of our 
president-elect and his Council to encourage the stu- 
dent body to accept' responsibility and join in the 
broad range of student activities. 

Next year will also be a critical period in the 
saga of the New Union. It seems reasonable to expect 
that the new president will see the actual beginning 
of construction in his term. In any case he will be 
called on to participate in delicate negotiations to 
decide who will administer the new building. 

Our new president will be fortunate in having 
the work of this year's executive to build upon. We 
have had occasion in the past to complain of one or 
another action of Council. We still tend to feel that 
our student government has been pretty dull this year 
but this cannot offset the clear evidence of hard and 
constructive work, or of results. 

Radio McGill is perhaps the most important new 
step to come out of Council this year. A particular 
pet project of Council Chairman Bob Carswell, Radio 
McGill has proven to be a major success both in terms 
of audience appreciation and in student participation. 

Council has also token useful steps in re-orgoniz- 
ing its own working patterns by giving more of its 
members specific areas of responsibility. The number 
of "cabinet" posts has almost doubled in the last, two 
years with a corresponding increase in the work load 
that Council has been handling. 

We are also pleased to notice the increasing wil- 
lingness of Council to permit outsiders to sit in occa' 
sionolly as observers. We have long felt that much 
benefit would arise if interested students had the op* 
portunity to see for themselves how their student 
government functioned. We trust that our president- 
elect will see fit to maintain this trend and to aug- 
ment it. 

The president-elect comes to his new tasks with 
a distinguished record of achievement. As dn inter- 
collegiote debater he carried McGill's standard into 
the finals of the Canadian championships as well as 
successfully maintaining our university's prestige 
against a host of British and American challengers. He 
is still remembered as one of the ablest finance chair- 
men the SEC has had. As notional chairman of AIESEC 
he supervised an extensive expansion program and 
carried out a most effective program of "selling" the 
organization both on campus and amongst the busi- 
ness community. 

The Daily hopes and expects to bn able, a year 
hence, to report a similar high standard of accomplish- 
ment with the Students' Society. Good luck, Mr. Pre- 
sident. 



Monif dtfl Conference 

'Africa and the Commonwealth' 

The special topic of .this year's Manitoba Conference was t "Africa and the Common- 
wealth". In the course of three and a -half days, we heard papers by dignitaries, academicians 
and students on topics ranging from the Motives for British Colonialism in Africa, to the Mohck- 
ton Commission and its proposals for the Rhodesian Federation, to the Implications of Uprooting 
Traditional Tribal Societies and bringing them into the Twentieth Century (my topic), and on 
and on. - 



Thirty-nine papers were given 
of which each delegate heard at 
least ten, the problem being that 
different seminars met simulta- 
neously. Clearly, it Is impossible 
to even begin to summarize all 
or ;i substantial number of these 
papers. However, a few gênerai- 
izcd conclusions were drawn and 
a few central ideas reappeared 
with great frequency. • 

Of paramount importance was 
tlie idea, expressed by all the 
African students present as well 
as by Ihc experts who spoke al 
tlic plenary sessions, that al- 
though tiie eniergiiiR African 
States may well evolve into tlie 
Western type of democracies 
will) western iiislitulioiis, ;iiiy 
external pressure dcsi.'incd to 
promote tliis, will i)riil)ably have 
the opposite result. Tlie sudden 
acquisition of national sovereign- 
ty i)y tiiese states lins iiad an in- 
toxicating effect on tiicin. Tlicy 
are very proud of tiieir independ- 
ence and very sensitive to aiii'- 
tliing wliicli could possibly be in- 
terpreted as limiting or tending 
to limit it. 

Anotlier very important idea 
wliich some of us were not aware 
of, but wliicii all of us should 
bear in mind, is tiial while in 
most of Africa a prolonged pe- 
riod of traiujuility is tiic only 
rcqulrcinciU for achieving stabi- 
lily, a few aroas are faced with 



desperate, almost insoluble pro- 
blems. The Rhodesian Federation 
is one of the best examples of 
the latter. 

Uotli Professor Donald Crcigh- 
ton of University of Toronto, who 
was a member of the Monckton 
Commission which studied the 
Federation, -and Professor Harm 
J. de Biij of Michigan Slate, who 
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by

lived for fifteen years in Africa, 
pointed out that the intransigen- 
ce of both the Caucasians and 
the Africans make the continued 
existence of the Federation un- 
likely, and the disintegration of 
the Federation will produce a 
group of small Stales, some of 
wliicb will never have viable eco- 
nomies. 

We also saw a few bright lights 
on liic African horizon, llis Ex- 
cellency Alliaji Alohammcd Ngi- 
lerunia, Ambassador of Nigeria 
to the United Nations, told us, 
in his address opening the Ciiii- 
fcreiice, of the rapid growth and 
stability of Africa's most popu- 
lous nation, Nigeria; he spoke of 
the future of Pan Africanism as 



being promising though far from 
realized; he spoke of aid to Afri- 
ca in terms which smacked. of 
proud people striving to be great 
anil not in terms, of- charity, or 
atonement for past Western sins. 

In the person of Mr. William 
Tsilsiwu, £duôationaI Attache to 
tlie Ghanian Embassy in Wash- 
ington, we saw a glowing exam- 
ple of the efficient, fluent, and 
very knowledgeable people who 
represent many of the African 
nations. 

He was called upon to answer 
very uncomfortable questions 
al)out Prime Minister Nkruina's 
internal policies, the Preventive 
Detention Acts, the restrictions 
on the press, and other such 
topics; and answer them be did. 
He was honest and fortliright, 
reminding us not to judge others 
purely on the basis of our, -very 
different, type of society while 
at the same time recognizing 
evils and expressing the hope 
that the repressive measures 
which are prevalent in Ghana 
would be rapidly done away with. 

1 wish I could write more about 
the wonderful people we met, 
about the University itself, about 
student autonomy (less than at 
McCill), and their students' 
Union (Cro-Magnon would fit 
comfortably into its cafeteria). 
However, space is limited and I 
must stop here.

DISCUSSION INCOMPLETE 

Because of speeches, seminars, 
and parties, the students were un- 
aille to finish discussing several 
resolutions. Tliese included recom- 
mendations tiiat Can.nda not join 
tlic Orfîanization of American Sla- 
tes at this time, thai residential 
buildings of Canadian universities 
.sliould lie utilized as fallout sliel- 
lers, and that defensive nuclear 
weapons should be adopted under 
joint control cither by NATO or 
NOKAD.

Ottawa Plans To Make 
Artery Through U of 0 

The City of Ottav/a has announced plans to run a main traffic 
artery through the'Sandy Hill campus of the University of Ottawa. 
The University has protested this decision. 



The city's plan calls for a bridge 
across the Rideau Canal whicli 
would connect Summerset Street 
East with Summerset Street West. 
This would divert a considerai)lc 
amount of traffic. 

In a letter to Donald Reld, Chair- 
man of the Ollawa Planning Hoard, 
the University protested thai vi- 
brations from the traffic would dis- 
turb delicate instruments at the 
University, and that this would he 
detrimental to scientific research. 
RUINOUS BISECTION 

The University also pointed out 
thai tlic aesthetic results of bisect- 
ing (lie campus would be "ruinous" 
to tlie University's intention to 
provide tlie city wilii a "centre of 
learning, planned organically as an 
over-all campus with due regard 
to its various parts' harmonious 
relationship to tlie whole". 

The University claimed that its 
present site had been decided upon 
in consultation willi the cily plan- 
ner in 1910, and lhal the preserva- 
tion of the University caniinis was 
an "inlcKral part of the National 
Capital Plan" drawn up by the Na- 
tional Capital Commission. 
CONSULTED CITY 

It claimed that in previous con- 
sultations with the City, it had 



been given tlie impression that the 
new artery would be "bent" so as 
to avoid tlic campus, and asked 
that the City find some "more ac- 
ceptable solution to the problem". 
CONFIDENCE EXPRESSED 

The University expressed confi- 
dence thai the City would not pur- 
sue a course which would "thwart 
the logical growth of so important 
a national resource as tills Uni- 
versity". 

Reid said tlie protest would be 
given "due considération". He did 
not coinineiil on the conflict of the 
City's plan witli that of the Natio- 
nal Capital Commission. V
